Building permits for the 
year 1969 really took a 
beating when they ended 
lup just under 1% million 
behind the year 1968. This 
was one of the lowest years 
that Sierra Madre has had 
in the past ten years. Many 
were surprised that the $1 
million was reached, hut 
the permit of one apart¬ 
ment house brought the to¬ 
tal up to that figure. Com¬ 
parisons for the year are as 
follows: 

Total number of building 
permits issued for the 
month of December, 1969, 
20 permits, valuation $135,- 
968.94. Street, electrical and 
plfumbing permits, 21 per¬ 
mits, fees collected $154.30. 

Biuilding and plan check 
fees .$568.75. Building fig¬ 
ure includes one 12 unit 
apartment house, valuation 
.$117,900. Busine.ss licenses, 
204 issued, $4,260.75.

On December 1, 1969 an 
article a,ppeared in the Los 
Angelos Times concerning 
the Sierra Madre Canyon 
“trash rack” which has been 
proposed and advocated by 
Mr. Edmund Wagner, a res¬ 
ident of Sierra Madre.

When Music For Every¬ 
one first came to Sierra 
Madrc over nine years ago, 
tliere were many things 
that we could not forsee! 

Certainly one of these 
would have to be “Rock and 
Roll Music’’ and our parti¬ 
cipation in it. 

Classical a n id standard 
popular music was o u r 
background and our inte¬ 
rest. Rock was coming i.n 
too loud and too m.any 
other things. 

However, as time pro¬ 
gressed and we worked 
with hundreds and then 
thousa.nds of young people 
we became more aware of 
their .needs and their in¬ 
terests. Rock music arrived 
and became the dominate 
dollar force in music be¬ 
cause of these needs and 
Interests. 

The Music Store had to 
accept it. live with it and 

take an interest in it! 

There is no defense for 
dirtiness, disrespect, or de¬ 
gradation, all of which 
have been associated (with 
some correctness, but more 
preiudice) to rock music. 

There is great need for 
effort, intere.st, technique 
development, hours of prac¬ 
tice, intonation, rhythm, pa¬ 
tience. cooperation, creati¬ 
vity, expression and so on, 
which can be the result of 
all music! 

It is our goal to find the 
need of the individual and 
help them attain it through 
that form of music that 
they (Understand! 

Part of our work lies with 
Rock Music and Rock Mu¬ 
sicians! 

We have a sound room 
at the store which is used 
part of the time to a.ssist 
these groups. 

Many come to us looking 
for a place to practice 
where their heavy voliume 
sound will be beyond the 
ears of irate neighbors. 

Many need to rehearse 
after 9 at night because of 
work schedules or school 
clas.ses. 

’Twice a year we have 
competition for these groups 
behind the store to give 
them an opportunity t o 
hear and to be heard. 

Some of these young 
musicians are technically 
better than many of their 
classical cou nter parts. 
Others are just plain loud! 

This year o,n December 
6th, we had groups playing 
behind the store scheduled 
from 9:30 a.m. to 4:30 in 
the afternoon. 

We are accustomed to 
some complaints, hut after 
turning volume levels down 
several times, the protests 
of one apartment owner 
continued longer and loud¬ 
er and we stopped the pro¬ 
gram. 

The rest of the day’s 
bands were sent home! 

On week nights we re¬ 
ceive calls occasionally and 
practices are stopped in our 
sound room! 

Well, of course everyone 
has a right to their opin¬ 
ion! 

It is our opinion that 
those who reside near a 
■ commercial zone must give

The pamphlet, ca 1 1 e d 
"Check List,” names the 73 
ways a handicapped adult 
or parents of the handicap¬ 
ped can take legal deduc- 
tio.ns not always allowed. 

It has been e.stimated 
that the care and attention 
necessary for a cerebral 
palsied child may easily 
cost $3,000 per year over the 
expenditure for the non- 
handicapped. 

To obtain the pamphlet, 
simply ask for "C heck 
List.” 

Also included in the 12 
pages are sections pertain¬ 
ing to Social Security Bene¬ 
fits and the tax law con¬ 
cerning deductions for gifts 
to charities.

California’s i) 0 ])Ulation growth may liavc slowed a 
bit, as some recent figures indicate, but the stale still 
is expanding miglitily. This is indicated by llie capital 
investment plans being made by private industry to 
meet tlie swiftly growing needs of the people. 

One significant example is Pacific Gas and Electric 
Comi)any’s allotment of a record $385 million for con¬ 
struction in 19'(0. This tops tlie 1969 figure by some $45 
million. 

According to Sbermer L. Sibley, president, PG&E’s 
heavy outlay is necessary to keep the company’s I’csources 
ahead of demand; a demand illustrated by an expected 
connection of 100,000 new customers to its gas and electric 
lines during the year. 

Work on nearly 3 million kilowatts of new electiie 
generating capacity will he under way; new facilities 
lor importing 165 million cubic feet a day of additional 
natural gas from Canada also are involved; and some 
$9 million will btj allocated to undergrounding existing 
overhead electric distribution facilities. Biggest of the 
power generating facilities projected for 1970 is the 2 
million kilowatt second atomic power plant at Diablo 
Canyon near San Luis Obispo. 

A very valuable additional asset in PG&E’s construc¬ 
tion program is, as Sibley pointed out, its "stress on es¬ 
thetics and beautification,” Including undergrounding, low- 
profile and landscaped substations, and more attractive 
overhead facilities where those are essential. 

’The value of esthetics can’t be toted up on the pub¬ 
lic’s cash register, but they are a most welcome addition 
to economic gains.

Dr. Edwin W. Kilbourne, 
field director for the Korea 
field of the Oriental Mis¬ 
sionary Society (OMS) and 
a third generation mission¬ 
ary, wiil speak at the 7 
p.m. .service Sunday even¬ 
ing, January 18 at Bethany 
Church, 93 N. Baldwin Ave. 

Dr. Kilbourne was born in 
Japan and has lived 42 
years of his life in the Far 
East.

Forced to evacuate from 
Peking when the city came 
under Communist siege. Dr. 
Kilbourne with his family 
went directly to Korea to 
resume the mi.ssi o n a r y 
work interrupted in 1941 by 
World War II. 

When the Korean conflict 
broke out in 19.50, Dr. Kil- 
bourne’s family was evacu¬ 
ated' to Japan.

Shoo-fly pies are many 
and varied. Some are wet 
and' eaten with the fingers, 
and even dunked'. In any 
event they are rich, very 
sw'eet and are made with 
molasses, brown sugar and 
spices. TTie name for this 
pie was supposed' to have 
come from the fact that this 
sticky pie attracted flies, 
and some one was always 
having to shoo them away. 

Another pie which is 
quite a favorite among 
these people is the Fluneral 
Pie. It used to be cu-stomary 
to serve a Siupper after a 
fnneral, and this pie made 
of raisins was always in¬ 
cluded. Because of its som¬ 
ber color and the somber 
occasion it was called 
Funeral Pie. 

A very peculiar, but deli¬ 
cious food of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Dutch is Shaker Corn. 
It is .sun-dried corn which 
preserves the wonderful 
sweet nutty flavor. To cook 
this corn, it is soaked ov¬ 
ernight in' luke warm wat¬ 
er, then simmered pntil 
tender with salt and sugar. 
To this is added flour, 
cream and pepper. 

One of the earliest dish¬ 


es created' in Pennsylvania 
by these “Dutch” settlers 
was Pepper Pot Soup. The 
story goes that George 
Washington chose a Penn¬ 
sylvania Dutchman as his 
army cook. During a ter¬ 
rible winter at Valley Forge 
Washington went to his 
cook and told him the men 
were deserting because of 
the food and that he would 
have to find something else. 
The cook protested, but 
Washington insisted, so the 
cook went to neighboring 
farms and scroiunged lor 
food. On that day a decisive 
battle was won and Phila¬ 
delphia Pepper Pot Soup 
was born. This soup is still 
made with onions, green 
peppers, leeks, celery, but¬ 
ter, flour, veal or chicken 
broth, diced potatoes, pep¬ 
per, Cayenne pepper, thyme, 
marjoram, fresh parsley and 
salt. 

In pa.st generations at ap¬ 
ple harvest time a "schnitz- 
ing party” was held. Young 
and old' gathered to peel 
and slice apples. These ap¬ 
ples were cut for cider-mak¬ 
ing and apple butter-boil¬ 
ing. This event was even 
more festive than the ladies 
quilting parties.
